Allow me to say why I asked, while we were still 
on beard the ship, thar I should bs among the first_to 
speak at the Assembly.

A T set forth later in my speech and in the talke, to making 
the atmosphere in the General assembly take a more normal 
course. I wished that we should act in such a way as to 
show that the solution of these important international 
problems which torment the world should be »pproached in a 
quieter way, and that iv would be very dangerous if the 
aggravation were to continue, if the spirit of the cold 
war were to be introduced into this highest international 
institution, 





Unfortunately, what ws ghought would happen actually 
happsnats Despits ali our efforts and ths efforts of our 
a 


atmoshphsre nevertheless started te spread in the United 
Nations. So we immediately took steps on the spot for a 

very active consultation with the statesmen of the un- 
committed countries, looking for ways and means to sec 

that this development should not take an undesired direction,, 
but that this fifveenth session of the General Aseembly should 
contribute to 1 relaxation in the world. 


Sharp speeches delivered in the Assembly disturbed 
us greatly. In sgresment with Prime Minister Nehru of 
India, President Nasser of VaR, President Sukarno of Indonesia 
and President Nkrumah of Ghana, we decided to draw up a 
document which would bs acceptable to the General Assembly. 
The contents of this document were such that it was very 
difficult for inyone to be aginst them and not agres with 
them. The vast majority of ths Asseably, ana of ths United 
Nations in general, welcomed this document as a constructive 
effort to lead to results no matter how small, that is, to 
relaxation of tension. We asked for a meeting between the 
President of USA and Prims Minister of ths Sovist Union, 

* that they might show, at least by the way, before the 
representatives of the whole world, their good will, to 
demonstrate that they take account of ths ideas and 
opinions of other mbtions, cf th: vast majority of mankind, 
who tre wanting peocc, to show that they wish to sacrifice 
some of their prestige in the interests of psace, in the 
interests of mankind. 





Although we hoped that such a resolution which was 
very short and clear, would not have opponents, unfortunately

The new countries, who have now become members of 
the United Neticns, represent ths most undeveloped areas 
of Africa. They stil] are not rble to ccme to their full 
expression, as they are ligked with numerous bles to their 
metropolises etc., tut these ccuntries have already shown 
what way they wilitake. Their activity will strengthen 
even more the forces of peace, so that the great powers 
who today, gcnerally speiking, still speak from the position 
of pe = will have to take into account the voice of tha “> 
whole mankina, and this is a powerful voices. 


The United Nations is of essonti2l importance just 
for these sm2ll and theses under-developed countries of 
africa and asia, You are aware of the fact that thers was 
a proposal submitted to the United Nations - though not during 
my stay there, as 2b that time it was not officially sum- 
mitted -+0 reorgenize the United Nations Organization. Of 
course, stich 2 tendency to reorginize the United Nations, 
especially because of the developments in the Congo, was 
not accepted by the majority of members of the organization, 





Why? Because these countries are afraid to lose, 
even temporcrily, this only hope in the present tenss in- 
ternational situation. Thoy are 1fraid because, if this 
reorganigation were undertaken, it would toks mors than one 
year to exscue this procedure, to change the constitution 
of the United Netions. And what might Bae during this 
time to these countries? Wouldn't there be attempta to bring 
the spirit of the cold war into these countries, which 
Achieved their independence in various ways? nd there, where 
ths conditions sre not settled yet, there would not only bo 
cold war but due to various machinntions, there would he 
armed conflicts and civil wars, with immense ncgitive con- 
sequences for these peorles.

The second and the main question, one of the greatest 
that oppress the whole of mankind, was the question of dis- 
armafiertt. We were the first to point out our attitude, to 
explain cur’views on that question. There could be no one 
to blame us, for instance, that, in this case, we follow 
the conceptions of the Sovict Union, Because this is our 
attitude, as well, we ere 2lso of the opinion that it would 
be ideal if it wore possible to carry out goneral disarmament, 
But we treated these things roalistically and asked that 
somothing at least shoald be done, that this question 
Should begin to be solved by degrees so that the world 
might see that good will exists on both sides.

And, of course, on the disarmament question in the 
United Nations we extended full‘support to the attitude of 
the Soviet Union, Unfortunttely, instead of giving priority 
to the colonial question or to the disarmament question, or 
vice versa, these two important questions were relegated to 
the background, It is clear that, when the situation in the 
Generel Assembly wis rggravated, the regular process of 
their considerations was nade more difficult, But for this 
no one can blame us, the non-committed forces, but those 


others. 





I mast say that this time in the United Nations I gained 
great experience, I was able to see there a great deal ~ 
gra I did not spare efforts to do so ~ and to have talks 
with as many statesmen as possible belonging to the one, 
the other or the third side, to learn quite a lot and to see 
where are hidden those forces which represent the prota- 
gonists of the cold war. This time I saw this and it was 
very instructive for me.

RECORD OF THE POLITICAL CRISIS 1965. 


The political crisis which culminated in the resignation of the 
Papandreou government and led to the formation of a new Centre Union 
Government had an occasion and a cause. 


The occasion was the disagreement between ex-Prime Minister Mr. Goorge 
Papandreou and the King over the former's demand to take over the Mi 
nistry of Defence in person. a 


The cause was the intention of the former Prime Minister to push the 
pituation to the point of a political crisis following the intonsifi- 
cation of interns party objections to the antidemocratic adwinistra- 
tion of the Centre Union party and as a result of the accumulation of 
facts about the aff,ir of the secret military ASPIDA organisation in 
which Mr. Andreas Papandroou was accused of being involved. 


In order to divert the attention of public opinion from the abova two 
matters, Mr. Papandreou decided to resort to rabble-rousing tactics and 

he tried to create the impression that he was straggling on an idcolo~ 

gical level "for the normal functioning of the regime". 

Opposition within the party made the late Prime Minister's position a 
difficult towards the end of June when sworn testimony was given to 
the Permanent Athens Court Martial to the effect that Mr. A. Yapandreow 
was involved in the ASPIDA. 


To counter this, Mr. G. Papandreou turned against the then Minister of 
Defence Mr. Petros Garoufalias in an effort to drive him into resigna~ 

tiot- Mr. Garoufalias thereupon accused Mr. Papandreou of wanting to, un- 
dortake the Ministry of Defence himself in order to influcnce the course . 
of the ASPIDA investigation. The campaign against Mr. Garoufalias

began with coinciding reports published in newspapers friondly to Mr. 
Papandreou to the ef_ect that the Minister of Defence was opyosing the 
‘democratisation of the army and hinting that Mr. Garoufalias was act- 
ing as an “agent of other powers" in his control of the Ministry. 


20 June: Mr. Garoufalies sends a letter to the former Prime Minister 
obliging him to deny the roports against him. But the campaign conti- 
nues nevertheless, 


ist July: he former Prime Minister, through the head of his Political 
Burean, acks Mr. Garoufnlias to agree to take on a differont Ministry. 
Mr. Garoufalias repliece that he sees no reason why he should loave the 
Ministry of Defence, 


5 duly: After suitable preparation of the ground by newspapers friondly 
to him, Mr. Papandreou puts out a statement through "government circles" 
claiming that a question as to the "smooth functioning of tho rogime" 
existe. 


7 July: A report by General Grivas is published in which tho namo of 
Mr. As Papandreou is officially connected with the ASPIDA affair. ‘The 
publication of this report constitutes an important landmark in tho oul- 
mination of the crisis. 


On the same day, Mr. A. Papandreou is called for examination by the Per- 
manent Court Martial (It should be remembered in this connoction that, 
since he enjoys parliamentary immunity, Mr, A, Papandreou cannot bo 
charged). 


On the same day also, the former Prime Minister advises the King, through 
his Chamberlain, of hie view that they should meet as soon as possible 

to discuss the question of the army. He does not ask for an audience 
Nor does he approach for this purpose the appropriate official of the 
King, the Director of the King's Political Bureau

8 guly: The former Prime Minister feeds reports into friendly news- 
papers attacking the Palade: It is st,ted that he asked for an auc 
@icnce With the king and received no reply from the Palaco. 


On the same day, the King sends a letter to the then Prime Ministor 
(published on 15 July) in which he points outthat the situation is not 
normal and gives rise to anxiety, following a series of acts by the 
Prime Minister. He adviges Mr. Papandreou, for reasons of moral and 
political propricty, not to insist on taking over the Minietry of De- 


fences 


9 duly: Mr. Papandreou replies to the King's letter, repoating his 
views about the "normal functioning of the regimo". An oudicnco im ar- 
ranged for 11 duly in Corfu. e@ 


1o July: Mr. Papandreou goes to Corfu. On his arrival ho receives a 
socond letter from the King replying to his views about the rogime. 


11 duly: ‘The King and Mr. Papandreou meet in Corfu. After the mooting, 
Mr. Papandreou declares that "there is harmony of views on the question 
of tho functioning of the regime". He adde: "the King's lino has boen 
and will romain unshakoably within the framework of the Crown Dono~ 
cracy'. By these statements Mr. Papandreou shelters the King, who is 
constitutionally not responsible, and restores a true view of tho si- 
tuation, at the same time replying to the press campaigns 


12 July: hero is a mecting of the Cabinet which agrese to a proposal e 
by Mr. Papandreou to expel Mr. Garoufalins from the party because, by 

his attitude, he had ‘shaken the unity of the Centre Union’. Mr. Papan- 
arcou says nothing about the existence of the King's lettore, At the 


some time, he informe his closest collaborators that he has abandoned 





his demand to take over the Ministry of Defence in person and that he 
will propose Mr. Stephanopoulos or Admiral Toumbas for the post. 


13 July: There is a mecting of the Parliamentary Group of the Centre 
Union at which Mr. Papandreou says that there are no "“instrumonts of 
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others" in the government. But he recommends the expulsion of Mr. Ga- 





roufalias beeausc, as he said, he conducted his own ministerial policy 
and not the government's policy. A decision is taken expelling Mry 

Garoufalias, but without anyone being allowed to speak. tir. Papandreou 
@id not inform the Parliamentary Group oither about the existence of the 
King's lotters, nor did he give any opportunity for a discussion of the 


ASPIDA question. 


Tho seme day, Mr. Garoufalias publishes facts in support of the viow (1) 

that Mr. Papandreou was socking to influonce the course of tho ASPIDA 
investigation in order to cover up for his son; (2) that the Contral In- 
telligence Service, under the personal control of Mr. Papandroou, was 

also attempting improperly to interfere with the ASPIDA investigation | 
for the same reason; (3) that the Prime Minister was recommending cheney 

in the army leadership on the basis of party criteria. Mr. Garoufalias 
described Mr. Papandreou as a "danger to the nation". 


The same evening, Mr. Popandreou summoned the Director of tho King's Po= 
litical Bureau and repented to him his demand to take over the Ministry 
of Defence in person, thus going back on his pregious decision to propose 
Mrs Stephanopoulos or Admiral Toumbas. At the same time ho proposed Ge= 
noral Papanicolopoulos as Under-Secretary for Defence. Onc hour later, 
however, Mr, Papandreou notified the Director of the King's Political 
Bureau that he withdrew tho proposal for the appointment of Genoral 
Papanicolopoulos. 


14 duly: The Director of the King's Bureau goes to Corfu, He returns 
the same evening bearing a letter from the King repeating the request 
that the former Prime Minister should not insist on taking over the Mi- 
nistry of Defence, for obvious reasons of moral and political propricty. 
A meeting between the King and the Prime Minister is fixed for 15 July 
at the Palace. 


The samo evening, the former Prime Minister cancels the mooting of the 
inner Cabinet which had beon fixed for the next day. This was because he 
did not wish to inform his closest collaborators of the political impasse 
which had arisen. Following this, all the members of the inner Cabinet 
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visited the former Prime Minister at his home in Castri thet scmo oven- 
ing. They recommended that he avoid a breach with the King cad declar- 
ed their opposition to his decision to bring the government to tho point 
of resignation by his insistence on taking over the Ministry of Dofonce. 
Mr. Papandreou refuses to discuss the matter, declaring that it was a 
personal issue. In a statement that evening he informed public opinion 
that the question of the Ministry of Defence is "not capable of compro- 
mise" and concerns "the honour of the Democracy". Mr. Pepondrcou does 
not tell his colleagues snything about the third letter from the King. 


15 July: Mr. Papandreou is received by the King. He insists on his 

demand to take over the Ministry of Defence. The King roponts his he- 

. sitations. In reply, Mr. Papandreou declares that, since tore was dis- 
agreement between thom, he resigned. ("I offered my resignationcs 5 @ 
matter of course’, ns Mr. Papandreou told Charles Foley in on intorview 
published in the Sunday Express, 25 July 1965). He added that ho would 
submit his resignation in writing on the next day; and ho proposed no 
solution for the political issue. The King accepted the risignation 
submitted verbally. 


The Professor of Constitutional Lew Mr. Sgouriteas, appointed by Nr. Pa- 
pandreou a6 constitutional adviser to the King, replied to an invitation 
by the King to express his opinion by saying that the verbal resignation 
of Mr. Papandreou gnve the King the right to exercise his constitutional 
uty. 


After thie, in the evening of 15 July, the Speaker of Parlionont Mr, Gs e@ 
Athanasciades-Novas is summoned and asked to form a new governitent. 

There follows the swearing-in of the first batch of Ministers, and it 

ds announced that the government will appear before Parliauent within 

15 days -- as the Constitution requires -- to seek a vote of confidence. 


From the following day, Mr. Papandreou launches a rebble-rousing cam- 
paign with the willing assistance of the communists. He demands the 
resignation of the government and that it should not appecr before Par- 


liament. 
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This, as the government pointed out, was in order that Mr. Papandreow 
might avoid revelations about the artificially-created crisis, it the 
same time, although he hes already lost the clear majority in Parliament 
he proposes as a solution that he should once more be appointed Prime 
Minister, abandoning his demand to take over the Ministry of Defence. 
This latter question, which he had previously stated concerned the ho- 
nour of the Democracy, he now regards as of secondary importance. 





On 20 July) Mr. Papandreou loses his absolute majority in Parliament 
following the declaration by a number of MPs that they will vote in fa~ 


your of the Novas government. 


21 July: Reacting to this situation, elements of the Democratic Youth 
organisation and of the extreme left mount mob demonstrations in Athens @ 
in the name of Mr. Papandreou. During these mob demonstrations Sotiris 
Petroulas, member of the communist Lambrakis organisation, loses his 

Life from a severe lung oodema caused by the inspiration of toar gas. 


This was confirmed by post mortem examination. 


On 22 July, Mr. Novas makes a statement. He says that the crisis has 
been caused by Mr. Papandreou's handling of the "ASPIDA" afvair in which 
the name of his son Andreas Papandreou was involved. In view of this, 
adds Mr. Novas, Mr. Papandreou had no right to insist on taling over the 
Ministry of Defence. His resignation confirmed the suspicion that he 
wished to cause a commotion and divert the attention of public opinion 
from "ASPIDA". (The investigation into ASPIDA is still continuing). 

26 July: It is revealed that Mrs. Margaret Papandreou, wife of Andreas . 
Papandreou, had sent a letter dated 8 July to various Americon porsona- 
lities. In this letter she had asked for their intervention to help keep 
her father-in-law's government in power, In the same letter Mre, Papand- 
yeou revealed that she was aware of state secrets which were unknown to 
the close collaborators of Mr. Papandreou (the Royal letter), as well as 
of the existence of a plan to stir up public disturbances after tho re- 
signation of her husband's father. 
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Two days later, the Forcign Minister Mr. G. Melas announced that tire. 
Margaret Papandreou had sent a second letter dated 15 July to the wife 
of President Johnson of America, to the wife of the American Vico-Pre- 
sident Mr. Humphrey, and to the American Secretary of State Mr. Rusks 


On 29 July, Mr. Papandroou, who asks to resume to premiersiip as a so- 
lution to the crisis, calls a meeting of the Parliamentary Group of the 
Centre Union, not in the party's room in Parliament, but at tho Liberal 
Club outside of which members of the Centre Union youth organisation 
gathered and threatened arriving MPs that, unless they complica with 
“anything the leader‘ says, they would not emerge from the necting rooms 
In the atmosphere thus created, Mr. Papandreou obtains the approval by 
the 143 MPs present at the meeting of a protocol calling for the voting 
down of the Novas governnont. Mr. Papandreou proposed no positive mo- 
tion, out of fear that his proposal to resume the premicrship himsolf 
would not be unanimously accepted. 


30 July: In spite of alwost daily organised demonstrations calling for 
"the fall of the government", the government of Mr. Novas appears in 
Parliament, as required by the Constitution. Mr. Papandroou and his MPs 
do not appear in the Chamber. The National Radical Union domands the 
appearance of Mr. Papandroou, to give Parliament his version of the cri- 
sis in which he is the loading figure. Following the refusal of Mr 
Papandreou to appear, the NRU leaves the Chamber and Parliawont finds 
itself unable to continue the debate for lack of a quorum, Following 
this, Mr. Papandreou is obliged to change his position and, at the fol- 
lowing meeting of Parliament on 2 August, he sends his MPs into the 
Chamber. He himself docs not attend, and he declares that he will re- 
turn to Parliament ‘only es Prime Minister". The governmont's policy 
statement is read. On the following day, the Minister of Coordination 
Mr. Mitsotakis analyses the record of the crisis and, by a sorios of 
facts, proves that Mr. Pagandreoy deliberately provoked the crisis. 


On 4 August, the government is yoted down. It obtained 151 out of the 
298 votes cast. There were 167 votes against it, 145 from the Contre 


Union and 22 of the Union of the Democratic Left (EDA). 
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8 August: ‘The King gives an exploratory mandate to Mr. Stephanopoulos. 





The latter asks for the approval of the Parliamentary Group of the Contre 
Union, meeting in the same conditions as on the previous occasion at the 
Liberal Clubs By 113 votes to 26 the Parliamentary Group decided against 
the acceptance of the mandate, which Mr. Stephanopoulos thon returned to 
the King. 


On 10 August, Mr. Andreas Papandreou contacts the Centre Union MP Mr. T. 
Rendis and “warns him as e friend! that he has information from well~ 
informed agents and his own informers to the effect that "Me lifo ie in 
danger’, He warned Mr. Rondis that there would be an attempt on his life 
the following day. Mr. Rondie gave sworn testimony of the aboye to the 
Public Prosecutors 

On 12 August, under pressure from the publishers of threo fricndly nows- e 
papors to restore his relations with the King, Mr. Papandroou is rocoiv- 
od in audience by the King at his (Papandreou's) request. On omorging 
from tho Palace, he issues a statement drawn up in advance of his mooting 
with the King, in which he makes an indirect threat that, if his views 
are not accepted, he will make an dssue of tho monarchical regimo and 
form a popular front with the communists. 


In spite of this, he had seemed more ready to compromise in his conver= 
sation with the King. He told the King that he would agroe to tho for= 
mation of a transitional government of "personalities" and the holding 

of elections in Decomber. e 
The next day, in view of the reactions against his public statoment, Mrs 
Papandreou goes back on this position. 


On 14 August Messrs, Stephanopoulos and Tsirimokos become independont 
Contre MPs. They make a declaration to this effect to Parliament. 


On 18 August, the King receives Messrs. Stephanopoulos and Tsirimokos, 
and gives the latter a mandate to form a government. The government is 


sworn in two days later. 
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On 20 August, the day the new government was sworn in, the communists 
orgenise mob rioting of a revolutionary character in Athens. Vchicles

But the offect of these revolutionary incidents on public opinion was 
most unfavourable. Following this, Mr. Papandreou and the communists 
change tactics and assign responsibility for the ugly episodes to "pro= 
vocateurs'!, 


On 24 August, the government of Mr. Teirimokos appears bofore Porlinment. 
its progranne is the restoration of nortialoy and democracy, concorn for 

tho economic development of the country, and the tackling of tho aiffi- e 
culties of the Cyprus question. 


Meanwhile Mr. Papandreou ~- who demands immediate elections to solve the 
ordeis -- launches » whispering campaign. His MPs go about the provin= 
Ges putting it about that "there has been an agreement betwoon Papandreou 
and Karemaniis!' and that “the National Radical Union will vote against 
the govornment!'. 


On 27 August, the findings are published of the Military Court of Enquiry 
into tho tapping of telophonos belonging to political personalitics (Mix 
tsotakis and Garoufalias) and to the Chief of the Army Goneral Starr, 

by the Central Intelligence Service. The findinga recomiond the cashier= e 
ing of the two colonels, Papaterpos and Anagnostopoulos, found respon= 
sible for the telephone tapping operation (both deputy-directors of the 
Gontral Intelligence Service and in the confidence of Mr. Payandroou) 
and of two captains. Mr. Costopoulos tells Parliament that Mr, Papan- 
Greou was aware of the telephone tapping. 


On 28 August, the Tsirimokos government is voted down in Parlianont by 
159 votes to 135, with six abstentions. 
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On Ist and 2 September, Crown Council meets. It is attonded by 
Mesors. Tsirinckos, Papandreou, Canellopoulos, Markezinis and soven for- 
nor Prime Ministers, All, with the exception of Mr. Papandrcou, counsel 
agsinst the holding of inmediate elections and in favour of the formation 
of a govornmont from the oxisting Parliament, Only the former Premior 
(1922) Mr. S. Gonatas, 89 years old, proposes the solution of a transi- 
tional government, with elections to be held at a time to bo decided

STEPHANOPOULOS EXPLAINS HIS POSITION 
ON THE CRISIS 


On 28 August 1965, Mr. Stephanos Stephanopoulos spoke during 
the course of the parliamentery debate on a vote of confidence 
to the governnent of Mr. E. Teirimokos. The following is the 
main part of Mr. Stephanopoulos's speech, in which he explains 
the reasons which led him to leave the Centre Union and declare 
himself an indepondent: 2 


"Nombers of Parliament, 


The Circumstances of the crisis which broke out recently are well knowns 
They have been set out fully and in detail by both sides, and both Par-~ 
‘Jiament and the people are thus in a position to draw the necessary son~ 
olusions. 


Ido not, therefore, propose to tire Parliament by repeating the sano 
things #11 over ogein. I shell confine myself to those aspects of the 
orisis whick have a benring on my present position as an independent. 


First of all, it is my duty to remind Parliament that I made long and 
special efforts to create the Centre Union. The obstacles were great, 
ap were the difficulties wo had to overcome. But I had faith, groat 
faith, that a second party was being created for the country -- a party 
without which it would be dnpossible to ensure the proper functioning 
of the parliamentary systen and of democracy. 


This deep faith inspired me to overcome the obstacles and, togethor with 
ny other colleagues, to make every possible effort to avoid a one-party 
regime and to ensure the existence of at least two parties. 


Many other colleagues know the obstacles we faced, They also know what 
happened after we hed succecded in establishing cooperation between the 
ate Sophocles Venizelos cnd Mr. Papandreou. For a long tins wo sought 
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to ostablish who could gather under his leadership all the portioes and 
groups ranged between the two extremes, And when we finally discovered 
that it was George Papandreou who could achieve this mission, we did not 
hesitate to place ourselves under his leadership and, after that, to 
bend all our energies to ensure that he should be the leader of all the 
groups which truly desired the creation of a new party. 


And even after the understanding was reached, the remaining obstacles were 
not few, I myself was often obliged to speak severely to Mr. Papandreou 
whenever I thought that it was his fault, and the same was true with 
Sophocles Venizelos to whom I also had to speak sharply. I was oven in 
danger of being thrown out of that gracious gentleman's hona after I had 
Ansisted that the national interest must be placed above any other per~ 
sonal or narrow party intorest. And unity was finally achievod. Somo~ 

ono has written that Goorge Papandreou lifted us out of obscurity. That e 
may well be true. But it is also true, very, very true, that as from the 
monont we all gotlored round George Papandreou, the leader till thon of 

a emall splinter party, that we, too, raised him to the surfnco. And it 

4s true alo that George Papandreou fought with the skill which enables 

us to win. Tho credit for that ie his. 


It wae not just a question of whether we would win the elections. Wo 
also had to prove therenfter that we were capable and worthy rulers of 
the country, and that we could satisfy popular demands and, above all 
carry out the programme we had promised. 


Mombors of Parliament, you know, at least as far as I am concerned, what 
bitter disappointments I suffered from the very first moment of the orea- @® 
tion of the Centre Union. You remember the Deputy-Premiership which had 
absolutely no essential content. You know about the twins of the Ministry 
of Coordination. I overlooked all that and I never allowed nysclf to be 
influenced by it; it wos unthinkable that I should allow personal rea~ 
sons to ondager the unity of the party, I would be capable, ovor general 
desues, of raising any kind of objection; but, over personal issues, it 
was ny duty to set an example in demonstrating that party intcrosts must 
come first. I repeat, my faith in the creation of a second party was 
such that every personal issue was set aside. And yet, instond of swal- 
owing so many bitter pills and putting up with so many injustices, I too 
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might have manoeuvred in the way which would have ensured ny return to 
Parliament in 1956. And yet I refused to make any conession and I accepted 
failure. And, gentlemen, you should know this, since it is dictated by 

my conscience: I shall nevor be prevented from doing my duty by the foar 

of losing my parliamentary seat. 





I might also have made contact with the National Radical Union (5! 
I did not do so. Not out of a spirit of intolerance but because, I ropeat, 


I was convinced that a one-party regime, which leads to a polarisntion 

of political forces, would be ruinous for the nation. And I had no right 

to think only of myself. I had, therefore, to make the efforts which 

I did make to ensure unity-- efforts which happily ended by producing the 
desired result. 

dma now, gentlomen, I come to the crisis. I suddenly learned ono day e 
from the newapapers-~ for it is from the newspapers that we usually got 
our information-= that tho Minister of National Defence was attasking the 
Prime Minister, A unique phenomenon in politics. A Ministor has the 
right to resign, whereupon he can say anything he likes. ‘hie angorod me 
intensely. I was fillod with revuleion. And I oxpressed this revulsion 
to the Prime Minister hinself, I expressed my surpriee that ho put up 
with this attack and said that he should send for signature a Decree ro~ 
placing him as Minister of Defence,ao that he should continuo his insults 
as former Minister. For this was quite unheard of in the annals of poli- 
tics. ‘The answer I rcecived was something like that thie wae not yot pos= 
sible, or that it would bo done soon. At the same time thore was a report 
in an afternoon paper that a Decree for the replacement of tho Ministor 
of Defence had been sent to Corfu for signature. This turnod out not to be 
tru. But my anger was pincere and was expressed time and tino again. 
Imagine ny amazenent when I was responsibly informed that 2 Decree for 

the replacement of the Minister of Defence had never been sont. hen 1% 
wos eventually sent, subsequently, it was a Decree providing for the re- 
placement of the Minister of Defence by the Prine Minister. \/hy? For 
reasons of tact towards the Minister being replaced. And, gentlemen, 





it was fro this exercise of tact that we got to the point of oronting 
an issue of the Prine Minister's personal prestige, the prestige of deto- 
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cracy, and finally a constitutional issue which led to the resignation 
and then to the crisis. But we could not possibly accept that considera- 
tions of tact towards a Minister in this kind of situation can create a 
constitutional issue, can inflame the existing situation, and finally 


lead us to another division of the nation and to mutual strife, 


From this moment on, I had my doubts-- I who had set aside my personal 
interests-- and I began to wonder whether we were not facing « delibcrate 
plan to provoke conflict, = plan which would lead to disastrous results. 
And I say this because throughout the time I was Deputy Prime Minister-- 
nany of you visited me either as Ministers or as Centre Union MPs—~ at 

a time when the Centre Union was going downhill and I had te listen to 
pessimistic forecasts, but without ever giving any encouragement to those 
who complained, or urging them to take action detrimental to unity or to e 
make any kind of protest-- nome of you can say that I ever tricd to 

form my own group of the Centre, or that I tried to recruit friends for 
any kind of action which might divide the party. I was preparod to put up 
with anything. But when we reached the point where so-called considera- 
tions of tact towards a dismissed Minister could create a constitutional 
issue and lead us into strife and into another division of the nation, 


from that point on my conscience began to rebel. ~~ 


And all this was being ellowed to happen when the nation, with its desires 

and anxieties, ought to have been considered. And the solution of all 

the big outstanding problems faced by the nation was to be abandoned, all 
because of a question of tact towards a Minister, And, for the snke of 

this tact, we were prepared to divide the nationt ®

In spite of all this, belicving that we could get back into the right 
road, I once again made every possible effort in the hope that I could 
prevent 2 so-called question of tact towards a Minister from casting us 
Anto discord and division. 


dma, when I returned the exploratory mandate I was given, I 
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the King and asked that sone way should be found of reaching on understand- 
ing with the former Prine Minister. And indeed I had the inprossion that 
the King desired such an understanding. And, next day, I hastened to 
inform the former Premier and I told him to make contact with the King. 

The ground for such a contact, I told hin, was psychologically prepared. 
And I told him to try to reach a solution, for otherwise we wero facing 
chaos. I told him that I understood that certain persons of tic Centre 
would visit him and would speak to him along those lines. I told him to 
listen carefully to what they had to say and not toe reject their recon 
mendations out of hand, because they night lead to 2 solution, And, as 

I learned, those persons did in fact go to Castri and tricd to porsuade 
Mr.Papandreou to communicate with the Palace and ask for an cudionce, 

What exactly happened with these persons, what passed between thom and 
Mr.Papandreou, I am not in a position to say from direct knowlodge. I e 
think that our respected Mr.Papapolitis, who was present during the 
meeting, has a duty to tell Parliament exactly what happenod nnd what was 
said, and what this delegation recommended to the leader of the Contre 
Union in view of the proposed meeting with the King on the following day. 


If Mr.Popapolitis were willing to tell us what happened, wo should have 
indisputable information. I do not wish to repent the rumours, bocause 
I am not in a position, from personal knowledge, to confirn them. 


Members of Parliament, 


From the moment, I sey once more, that we reached the point of sctting 
aside the huge and urgent problens of the people and to concorn ourselves @ 
only with 2 question of tact towards © dismissed Minister, thus creating 
constitutional problems, resignations and disagreenents-- from that moment 
on, I have to say, it seemed to me that the conspiracy hed changed sides, 
that we were heading for a planned breach and state of discord. I do not 
know what the reasons were. But I do know perfectly well the disastrous 
results, What is quite clear to me is that we have reached a critical 
turn of events and the creation of an impasse without any real or serious 
reason, But, in addition to this, there was sonething else which woighed 
on my conscience, My attitude towards the sudden and hurricd nppointnent 
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of the Novas government is well known. It is true that we were oll 
angered. But then followed the open sewer of insults, the constant re- 
petition of the word treachery", This for me is both unparlinmentary 
and undemocratic. After all, is this the first time in Porlionont that 
some MPs have broken nWay from their party? You must romomber hoW many 
times in the past Mr.Papandreow and the late Sophocles Venizelos formed 
a united party togethor and then separated and broke up their unity. But 
who, at that tine, ever dreamed of launching the charge of troachery, 
either ngainst Mr.Popandreou or against the late Venizclos? 


The honourable lender of the Progressive Party in Parlicment orcnted his

As far as I am concerned, this 
dilemma is totally wrong. I am not prepared to agree that either the 
one or the othor should be humiliated. For both stand in a high posi- 
tion, and both have clways the obligation to find a solution. And it 
is, above oll, up to the man who represents the people to find the solu~ 
tion. And it is he who ought to have avoided the creation of cnnflicts, 
eepecially at a time when the country and an anxious people are faced 
with urgent and Qifficult social and economic problems. 


It is our conviction that, as demanded by the Constitution, efforts must 
always be made to preserve harmony betwoen the two prime elements of tho 
regime. And, I repeat, the responsibility for ensuring this lies, in 
the first instance, on the man who represents the will of the people. 
And this for one outstsnding reason: that the man in question is 

George Papandreou, a man who has a vest experience behind him, who atands 
confident in his intellectual abilitics, who could and ought to have 
found solutions -- direct or indirect -- which would have avoided pre- 
senting the people with such impermissible dilemmas, leading to conflict 
and uphesvol. 


I ask you this: is it possible for the country to proceed to elections 
confronted with the dilemma whether the King or the leader of the majo~ 
rity has to give way? I mointein thet this is quite out of the question. 
I am not propared to accept either the one or the other. Certainly, if 
it were a great national issue affeoting the whole future of Greece, 
then it might be permiseible. But allow me to remind you of something 
once said by Eleftherios Venizelos when he saw the ultimate results of 
division in the nation: "I was obliged to reach the point of dividing 
the nation and I could do no differently because it was a question of 
Greece hersclf; but now that I see the results, I am struck by awe when 
I think that I was compelled to go so farl” 


To think thot we have reached thet point of division for reasons of tact 
towards a Minister being replaced ! Have you ever seen a situation in 
which, out of delicacy, a Prime Minister insists on taking over the 
Ministry of a dismissed colleague so as not to hurt his pride? 


Members of Parliament, 


For us it was quite impossible to accept this kind of disagreement and 
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conflict. Nor could we accept thet we should proceed to elections with 
the slogon: either the King or the leader must give way. Make no 
mistake. In such circumstances, we should not merely be tearing each 
other to pieces at the elections - but the upheaval and the conflict 
would continue after the elections, The passions roused would continue 
in the postclectoral period for = long time to come, and for the people 
there would be no restoration of the cxlm and peace without which no 
programme or policy of development ean possibly be applied. Is it, then, 
possible for us to ignore the necds and problems of the dreck people, 
just becouse we have dissgreed over purely formal problems? In my view, 
there is no doubt that there is a deliberate attempt -- I do not know by 
whom, and thot de something we shall discover in time -- to sharpen the 
conflict, for there has been = planned and deliberate effort to create 

@ breach and to cause a conflict which we ought to have avoided by all e 
the means vt our disposal. Democracy has nothing to do with the hurling 
of dneulte cnd with mob demonstrations. Democracy means spritual sta~ 
ture. Thic hos compelled me to remain alone, and I speak my mind indif- 
ferent to whother people agree with me or not. 


It has also been said, my dear fellow nombers, that it was escapiam from 
the huge problems which had accumulated which possibly led to the dis- 
ruption of relations between the two highest factors of the regime. 
Certainly, there ere politicians ~~ sncll-minded politicians, as Mr. 
Papandreou oolls them -- who might calculate that it would be in their 
interests, in view of the complicated state of the wheat problem and 

the difficulties over tobacco, to throw the responsibility onto some 
third party and to go to the people, leaving it te someone else to carry 
the burden of blamo. ‘Thet would be the approach of small-minded politi- @ 
cians, not of statesmon. For it is the duty of statesmen to devote 
themselves to the service of their country. Nor is it possible for the 
People to be fooled by tricks of thet kind, considering that 53% put 

us into power to govern them. Whon the first wave of today's upheaval 
ies down, then the people will surely remind us of our responsibilities. 
They will want to know how we frittercd away that 53%. And how we faced 
up to those great problems. Of course they will net blame those who 
happened by circumstance to take power in the meantime. It ie we who 
will have to answer for our actions. It is us they will condemn. But 
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I do not believe that this version which I have heard is supported by 
George Papandreou. He, I am sure, will have a higher idea of a statenan's 
responsibilities. And it is therefore his duty not to listen to these 
bad counssllors and not to heed their bad and anti-popular recommendations, 


Members of Parliament, 


It is a end thing for me that I am obliged to separate myself from the 
party, from colleagues with whom I have fought in common struggles. But 
Iam happy in one respect at least == that I left at a moment when support 
for Mr. Papendreou and the party was on the increase. Thus Mr. Papandreou 
may have the satisfaction, as I understand he says to his close friends 
of crushing me completely. To crush me. Not that thia interests me 

in the least. For, as I have proved before, I give but the smallest re- 
gard for the preservation of my parliamentary career as long a6 my con~ 
science is onsy. The people will very likely condemn me, the people will 
Punish me becouse I hastened to help in the creation of a party with e 
regard only for the nogative aspect -~ the expuleion from power of the 
BRE. And I did not think of the positive aspect, that is to say, how 

we shoulé organise that party in a democratic manner. For, if we had 

o democratic organisation, decisions would never have been wade from the 
top without consultation on behnlf of all of us. 


Members of Parliament, 


I coming before Parliament and making the confessions I have made, it is 
my duty not to stop there. I must denl also with the Cyprus question. 

I regarded as responsible for a Cabinet motion, because I thought that 
the union of Cyprus with Greece wns coming. 


It was only subsequently, when I took an opportunity of studying the 
files, that T discovered that spart from the Acheson plan -- which we at 
first accepted and soon afterwards (I do not know why) rejected --there 
was absolutely no other picce of informntion which might have encouraged 
us or given us a hope thnt union with Greece was on the way. 


I therefore apologise to the collengues whom I misled, in all good faith, 
by means of thot Cabinet motion. As I apologise cleo for what I said 
about the dark forees which I accused of preventing the coming of nosis. 
At moments like this we must be sincere. And, at this turning point of 
my political eqreer, I am obliged to speak the truth, even if 4t is 

at my own expense. 
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Members of Parliament, 


My political life has brought me mich bitterness. You know how, 10 years 
ago, I was given the Premiership by the members of Parliament, only to 
have it ts. 





en way by tho Palace. Now it was given me by the Palace, and 
taken away by the members of Parliament. The result is the same. 


This, however, gives me the right to speak the truth as I see it, without 
fear or fnvour. And now I must address you, even if I am no longer among 
you. 

Fellow members, it is time you cane down to earth, So long ae we have this 
dilemma and you go to the polls with the question whethor it is the King 
or the lesder of the majority who must give way, there is no possibility 
of the majority who must give way, thore is no possibility of elections 
being hold. Nor should they be held, That is why I tried to obtain sone 
compromise solution. I would be happy if it were you who gave the compro 
mise solution, you who found the indirect means to provide a way out of tho 
present impasse so that, when passions have died down, we ean proceed to 
hold fair and honest elections. Let us not fool ourselves. Although the 
Greek people nan provide solutions for political questions, when it is a 
question of gonflict between lenders of the majority and the Crown, it is 
very difficult for the Greck people to provide the solution, and an attempt 
to do so leads to division and inevitable conflict which would have fatal 
results for the country. We hear on oll sides, of course, the cry against 
traitors, old traitors, new traitors, double traitors. ‘The Greek Parlin« 
ment nevor know such things in the past. They remind ue of other times, 
times we should be forgetting, when eccusations against traitors and tren= 
chery were at the forefront of effairs. I mean the period of the ocoupa= 
tion. Have you noticed, I wonder, whether behind those claimthey are 
struggling for constitutional propricty and the restoration of normaley, 
there may be others who provide the slogans, others who work the strings== 
and it ie they possibly who will derive the real benefit from all this 
upheaval, 


Members of Parliament, 


Ido not want to tire you any further. I insist, however, that a solution 





is possible. I hope it will be you who find the solution, and we should 
support it. Since you have the majority of the Greek people with you, it 
is up to you to show that you are not mere party bosses, but that you are 
statesmen determined to find solutione which benefit the nation and not 
merely the party...!

At a press conference held today for representatives 
of Greek nnd foreign newspapers, the Prime Minister 
Mr. Stephenos Stephanopoulos made the following open- 
ing stetenent: ae 


“The appeal made by the King at the recent meeting of the Crown 
Council, that thepolitical parties should consult together to 
give the country a government, found a response on the part of 
nost of the parties - namely: the National Radical Union, the 
Progressives and the Independent Group of the Centre. 


On their recommenfation I have been given the mandate to for 

a government. The implications of thie collaboration has no 
reference whatever to the past, For that it is we who are reo~ 
ponsible, and we shall account for our acticns when the appro- 
priate time comes, The collaboration is limited to the reinfor- 
coment of the Governient to facilitate a way out of the political 
impasse in which we havebeen intricated for the past two months 
and more. I see no neod to repeat the disastrous results this 
has had on the economic, monetary and social situation of the 
country, ‘In particular, however, it has tended to create a now 
national divicion which can only lead to catastrophe, not only 
now but in the more dictant future. All of us who are aware of 
the threatened division are in duty bound to collaborate so as to 
provide a solution for this great national crisis. 


For this reason, our mein effort will be devoted to the restoration 
of the peace, calm and spiritual unity of the Greek people. 

And these, at the sane time, constitute the essential prerequisites 
naking it possible, if they are achieved, for the country to he led 
to elections. 
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Another thing that was agreed by the large majority of those who 
tock part in the recent Crown Council was that it is impossible, 
in present conditions, for elections te be held. Fair elections 
are the natural solution for crises which occur in democratic 
countries. But elections cust be feir if they are to provide tho 
solution they are designed to give. Elections are not fair when 
they are conducted by governrents which are prepared to violate 
the expression of the popular will. But equally, they are not 
feir when the prevailing conditions do not permit the free ~ that 
is to say, the dispassionate and conflict-free expression of the 
popular will, And it is procisely this that the Government ains 
to do -- 4,e. to prepare the ground, by the creation of the essen= 
tiel preconditions, for the holding of feir elections which ean be 
hold without passions, conflicts and mob pressures, It is only 
elections of this kind which correspond to the true meaning of 
domocracy, and only such elections can provide the final solution 
to the present political crisis." 


The following were the questions put to the Prime Ninistor 
and the answers ho gave : 


q+ As I understand from sy reading of the minutes of the Crown 
Council, it was generally agreed that the Lambrakis Organisat: 
ion must be disbanded. Does your Government propose any 
specific measure to this end ? 


4. You know that certain legislative measuree were planned by 
the Papandreou government. Our government is determined not 
to permit violence from whatever quarter it may come, It is 
determined, as we eeid, to restore the peace and freedom of 
the Greek people. Law and order, peace and calm, so that 
the people ean go about their work freely and productively 
and, at the same time, so that they can vote without press- 
ures or danger. That is the line we shall follow, 
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You have ssid that the objective of your government is 
restoration of calm and order. What will your governnont!s 
policy be to this ond 7 


Certainly we shall not use force to achieve calm and pacifi- 
cations ‘The laws will be strictly applied, and we shall avoid 
every aot of persecution sr intolerance in no matter what 
direction. 


As I understand it, the government's main objective will be 
the holding of elections. Can you tell us when elections will 
be held? 


We are not @ government appointed to hold elections, The task 
of our governmont, in the first place, is to tackle tho colos~ 
sal economic and sociel problems which threaten to lend us 
into on impasse; and, at the same time, to restore enlm and 
order to the Groek peoples When these conditions have beon 
achieved, the tine will be ripe for elections to be hold, 

Our success, therefore, will depend primarily on the attitude 
and the behaviour of the parties who are demanding elections 
If they avoid the revival of passion and inflexibility and 
instead help in the restoration of calm, these parties oan 
themselves holp to ensure that elections ean be held soonor, 


Do you believe that the government can ensure calm and order 
when we know that the two parties, the Centre Union undor lin 
Papandreou and the EDAy are dotermined to prolong the atno= 
aphere of tencion by nll the weans at their disposal ? 


I cennot accept, at lonst so far as concerns Mr. Papsndreou 
and the Centre Union, that they can possibly wish to prolong 
the tensions and the abnormal state of affairs in the country. 
He hing nothing whatever to gain by such tactics, and he would 
be merely postponing the elections. They will quickly realise 
that the only way their demands can be sdtisfied is by means 


of the policy adopted by the presont government. 
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‘It was announced this morning that the twoMinisters iMthout 
Portfolio, representing the two other parties, would bo mon+ 
bers of the inner Cabinet, What is the object of this part- 
deipation, since the participation of the two parties is sup- 
posed to be symbolic ? 


There has been absolutely no bargaining about this collcborat- 
done There is no question of interference in our intorncl or 
other policies, The situation is simply this: that, since 
we shall be discussing problems concerned with the restoration 
of calm and order, the other parties will participate. ‘That 
is the point of their participation, It is this question 
which interests them and which they wish to solve. 

I have been acsured by the leaders of the two partios that 
what interests them ond what they wish to assist with «11 the r ) 
means at their disposol is precisely the restoration of order 
and the ensuring of peace and calm in the country. Wo are 
heppy to have achieved this collaboration, just as we should 
be happy if we could widen the basis of the union which wo 
have formed. 


The Prime Minister has spoken about the introduction of the 
simple proportional representation system for the elections. 
Does the government propose to introduce legislation for thie 
Purpose, and when ? 


The government will rnnounce in its statement of policy that 

4t proposes to recoumond the introduction of the simple 

Proportional system. It does not propose to fabricate o new e@ 
system of any kind, It will simply propose, by a single= 

clause Bill, the introduction ofthe simple proportional re~ 
presentation syste, a system which is unquestionably rogardod 

as just and fair, The government will never allew the clect- 

oral system to become the object of bargaining, for that would 

mean that we should to using the electoral system to distort 

or suppress the free expression of the Greek people's will, 
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Bes 
Tt has been reforted that at yesterday's Cabinet meeting 
you said that your government would continue to apply the 
Centre programme, Since your government will be reliant on 
the National Radical Union, do you think it will be possible 
to apply basic Centre policies, such as the continuation of 
the new educational system and so on ? 


We shall announce our programme in the policy statement wo shall 


make to Parliomont. After that, the measures which follow 
will of necessity be voted on by the parties and the Doputios. 
As for as the question of the educational system is concornod, 
I want to sny thet this is not a party issue, ‘The reform n= 
the rebirth of education

When the urgent/And social problems have been dealt with, ond 
when We are sure that the country has returned to conditions 
of calm and order, then certainly these would be the condi~ 
tions in which the country could proceed to truly democratic 
elections. 


You said previously that the concern of the two Ministors of 
the other parties would be with questions related to the 
restoration of calm and public order in the country. Will 
your collaboration with your colleagues of the other partics 
also extend to national problems of a more general nature 
which are part of the crisis ? 


There are national issues on which the collaboration of the 
parties is essential, ‘This is something we have always dcolnr- 
ed, even as simple Members of Parliament. Foreign policy 

the Cyprus question -- I mention these merely as examples —~ 
are among the problems which without any question demand the 
collaboration of the parties. You will be aware that, on the 
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question of planning and investment policies, which domand 
long-term applicntion, I have already declared myself in 
favour of an all-party policy. 


What will be the economic policy of your government ? 


The government's cconomic policy, as we shall announce, will, 
broadly speaking, consist of the preservation of monctary and 
econonie stability and balance, And also, so far as we can, 
to speed up our economic development in the light of our 
membership now of the Common Market. 


What will be your government's foreign policy ? 


On this subject there is, I believe, ngreement among tho 
nationalist parties, We shall remain faithful to our allian- 

ces, but we sholl at the same time widen our circle of friend- e 
ship with other nations. We shall seek and strengthen suoh 
friondships as much na we ean. So far as concerns economic 

and trade relations, dn particular, we shall ain at the olos= 

est possible relations with all those countries which so 

desire, All this, of course, within the framework of the 

European Economic Community of which we are now siembors. 


Can you give us some guidance on the correct nomenclatura of 
the parliamentary group which you now lead 7 


We now have the Independent Group of the Centre. We work 
democratically. And, indeed, since our numbers are not all 

that great, we moet on a fixed day each week, whenever cvents e 
require that we should. We shall continue this policy of 

democratic meetings of the group, just as we did todsy. 


When do you hope to receive a vote of confidence ? 


We present ourselves in Parlisment next Wednesday. It will 
depend on the course of the debate. As you know, the Consti- 
tution requires that the debate does not last longer than five 
days, But it is possible, of course, that the vote my be 
taken on the fourth day, In any event, not later than the 
fifth,

Lately there has been a rise in the cost of living index, and 
an incrensed demand for gold sovereigns in the free market. 
What does the government propose to do to tackle this situation 
which hits the working classes, and what measures does the 
government propose to increase the rate of foreign investment 
in Greece ? 


As I said before, the tackling of the monetary and economic 
problems is the task which will absorb the main efforts and 
attention of the government. I aleo said something previously 
about investments which are needed to speed up the rate of 
economic development. We shall set out these measures in otw 
statement of policy, But docs not my friend agree that it is 
Precisely the restoration of calm and order which will inspire 
greater confidence in the drachma and among foreign investors . 
As I have already argued in a meeting of the Politi*al Commit- 
tee, it is impossible to apply any kind of economic devolop~ 
ment programme fully without an atmosphere of calm and peace 
in the country. It is the psychological factor which, above 
all, influences economic volumes and the economic situation 
in general, 


Would you comment on the report in the "Guardian" newspaper of 
London to the effect that a triumvirate consisting of Messrs. 
Stephanopoulos, Canellopoulos and Markezinis has been establish- 
ed to direct the general policy of the government 7 


This report does not correspond with reality. Our government 
is to present itself before Parliament on terms of a colinbo~ 
ration which are well known. It is this government which will 
be given a vote of confidence and will proceed to govern. 
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You said previously that the government would speed up economic 
development. Docs the government believe that this is possible 
bearing in mind the picture of the situation described to the 
Crown Council by the present Deputy-Premier, without external 
foreign aid 7 


I do not wish at this stage to enter into details on those 
matters, First, we shall have the government's policy state~ 
ment, Then we shall proceed to make a thorough examination 

of the economic situation. And the conclusions we draw, which 
will undoubtedly be made public, will determine the means and 
methods we have to adopt. 


What are the prospects for the parliamentary support of the 
government ? 


We believe we shall obtain a vote of confidence in Parliamont. 
That is our conviction. And that is why we have formed a go~ 
vernment and will prescet ourselves before Parliament, 


What have you to say about today's statement by the leader of 
the Gentre Union, in which he describes the granting of the 
mandate to a majority government as a violation of the consti= 
tution and an abuse of the King's prerogative? He himself 
knows that the government commands the support of the majority, 
but he claims that there ought not to be a succession of two, 
three and four governments. 


So long as a Perliancnt is able to give the country a viable 
government, the King has the right to address himself to 
Parliament -- you yourself have said that it already kas the 
majority -- so that, from this point of view, there is absolu- 
tely no justification for censure of the Monarchs Moreover, 
in this particular situation, you know that at the Crown 
Council, the King appealed to the pawties to consult togethor 
to provide the country with a govermment. And it was the 
majority of the parties which agre¥a to propose the governmont 
which we have today. 
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What have you to ery also about the statement by the lender 
of the Contre Union to the effect that Members of Parliament 
do not have the right to propose and vote for governments, 
even if they are the majority? And indecd, he spoke nbout a 
conception which ho called "rule by Members of Parliament, 


You will remember that as long as he had 134 MPs, it was the 
MPs who judged the fate of governments. Now that he hoe lost 
the 14, 4t is "Down with the MPs" and "Down with MPs RuloM, 
These are clearly arguments inspired by party interests of 
the moment. I would not wish, therefore, to say any nore 
about it, 


You have repeatedly referred to critical economic probleme and 
the restoration of calm, Can you tell us what precisely are 
the main probleme ? 


Thore is the problem of the balance of payments which ie relnt~ 
ed to our foreign exchange situation, as it ie related also 

to the value of the drachma and to prices. In addition to 
those problems, there is the long-term economic devolopmont 
Programme which, while it may not have been regarded as urgent 
in the past, because it was a long-term problem, must now be 
regarded as a problem of vital urgency in view of the faot 
that we are now in the third year since our entry into the 
Common Market. So, we have the exchange problem, the problen 
of the currency, the problem of prices, and the problem of 
investments. These are some of the most important economic 
probletis which must now be tackled decisively. 


Are both parties which are collaborating with your government 
in agreement on simple proportional representation 7 


We regard the simple proportional system as a means of politics 
al pacification, We know that most Deputies and parties have 
supported the system in the past. I hope they do not change 
theis minds. 
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What is it thot made you refuse to accept the mandate when 
you went to the Palace a month ago with Mr. Teirimokos, and 
even to participate in his government, whereas now you have 


agreed to form a government ? 


When I went to the Palace with Mr, Tsirimokos, it did not mean 
that I went in order to receive the mandate. At that tine 

I supported Mr. Tsirimokos because, in the circumstances at 
the time, we were collaborating. Since then, following the 
Anerease in the strength of our group, a new situation has 
arisen. Mr. Tsirimokos, and Mr. Novas, too, have done me the 
honour of proposing me at this stage, and it is for that 
reason, following their recommendation, that I presented 
nyself as representative of the Independent Group of the 
Centre. 


You have spoken of the economic situation and of the great 





economic problems which the government faces. If the hintus 
had been prolonged, what would have happened to the country, 


from an economic point of view? Can you reply in one word 7 


If I have to reply in one word, then, of course, that word 
must be "chaos", There is no doubt that the country's econo- 
mic problems may lead towards disaster. But what frightened 
me more than anything, and continues to frighten me, is the 
new division of the nation which was and is threatencd. In 
my view, that is the greatest disaster of all for the country. 
You all remenber famous victories and flourishing economio 
conditions in a previous period -~ and all that crashed into 
ruin because cf a well-known national division at that time, 


We must ell remember it as an example to be avoided.

‘The new Sudanese government has taken steps to promote 
a favourable atmosphere for the political solution of the 
problem of the Sudanese south, of the causes of the military 
governments fall. 


Whe government has decided to released some thirty 
representatives of the south arrested during the former govern- 
ment. Prime minister Khalifa has eunmened a group of southern 
representatives for talks about ways to find a political settle- 
ment of the problems of this area. In addition to terminating 
the staee of emergency and military governmént, the government 
has promised free elections also in the provinces of the 
upper Nile, equatoria and Bahr Bl Gazal, which comprise the 
south. 


The former military government was sharply censured for 
having introduced a military government in the South which 
lasted since the coup of November 1958, ignoring the political 
aspect of the problem. Besides this, though the entire Sudan 
is economically underdeveloped the South is distinctively back- 
ward and poor, and the former government ld no definite programe 
for it. 


The new government is confronted also with the problem 
of refugees, inhabitants from the South who have fled to Uganda 
and to some other neighbouring countries. This has complicated 
the situation in the South causing dufficulties between the 
Sudan and its neighbours. 


Missionaries and other colonial quarters, especally from 
the Congo, abundantly took advantage of the Southern problema, 
and a vouring to sever the South from the Sudan and to Worsen 
relations between the Arab and the other african countries.
